The [^great mills at Keewatin are 
run by water power supplied by the 
Lakeof the Woods and, dammed back 
by a seventy-five mile dam. The 
Lake of the Woods Milling Co. hss 
other mills run by steam and natural 
gas. The remarkable thing about i 
milling is the few mou required In the 
process. Most of these are at work 
bagging, shipping and cleaning up. 
Tbe latter operation is very necessary 
to prevent dust explosions. 

Keewatin is of the proverbial 
variety known as the grocery, black- 
smith and general store town. There

A large crowd witnessed the Mock 
Trial at the Union last night The 
case was that of Cal la Lecker vs. 
George Younger, before Mr. O. W. 
Macdougall, K.C.. who acted as Judge. 
The Counsel for the PlainUff were 
Biggar and Ryan, while those of the 
Defendant were OUalloran and 
Harold. The jurymen were as 
follows: — Kavanagh (foreman), 
Nichohon. Haguek Bray, Foster, 
Benson, Hottham, Ritchie, Simard, 
Genest, Sauvage and Marier. 

Chdsholm, who was originally a 
member of tbe Jury, was not Included 
as be bad been condemned to St 
Vincent de Paul for fiye years. 
Abeam was objected to by Wilson 
because the former had been arrested 
for being Intoxicated, and was there- 
fore excused from being a juryman. 
Barre then asked excuse because be 
was prejudiced, owning a Ford car. 
His excuso was accepted and be with- 
drew, Harold then objected to Jury- 
man Wihwn for drinking tea with a 
fair damsel from the R.V.C. contrary 
to the statutes of tho Law Faculty ; 
be, too, was excused. Thus tbe Jury- 
men given above were sworn in. 

Tho case was then opened by 
Biggar, counsel for the PlainUff, who 
stated that the action was for 
damages received by tbe plaintiff and 
the plaintiffs car, when It was struck 
at 2 o'olock on the morning of Nov. 
19th, on Notre Dame Street East, 
near First Avenue. The cor, 
Hudson Super-Six, was bit by that of 
the defendant, who was driving 
recklessly. The plaintiff had re 
celved severe, cuts and bruises and 
nervous strain, from which she had 
not yet fully recovered. The damages 
asked for were as follows t 1948.68 
for repairs to the car, |216 doctors 
bills and fl.SOO compensation. 

Miss Calla Lecker (Mrs* Dobell), 
the plaletur, and tha first witness, 
was then sworn in. The whole 
court immediately fell In love with 
her, she being distinctly beautiful. 
She gave about the same statement 
as her Ooonsel; She told what she 
bad done to prevènt-the aeoldent and 
what Injuries she had received. Prior 
to the accident she bad enjoyed per- 
fect health. On being cross-ex 
amlned. she stated that she was 
travelling at the rate of ten to twelve 
miles ven >hour. The question 
whether- she -was Intoxicated Or not 
was aaawered la the aegatlre; The 
otter occupants of the plalatifl's car 
e Mrs. Murlsl Buchanan, Mr. 
John CoghUn. aBd the weU^kaowo 
Fraak ShattiÀmessy. 

Tike aecoad witness, air, Oeghlln, 
was then called and he furnished 
valuable evidence. He told bow he 
Bunuuoned Dr. Henry and called the 
Legare Garage fbr a reHaf crew. 
Hie third wltnees. Mm. Muriel Bu 
ehaoan, a rare type of blond beauty, 
was greatly moved by her position 
as a witness and shed considerable 
tears. She let out the fact that the 
Plaintiffs party (were at Deoary's. 
On being asked If she had any drinks 
she stated' that ifie bad bad fOnr of 
milk, and after tbe fourth she bad 
stopped counting. She spoke In 
loving terms of "Franda" Shaagh 
nessy, whom she said was a coach' 
man. On being asked tf there was 
anything in the milk, she repU^ 
there was- a (iT in it 

Mr. J. Long, a private detective, 
next took the stand. He had seen 
the defendant's car dashing along, 
but had not seen the accident actu- 
ally happen. At this point Genest 
one of the worthy Jurymen objected 
to one of his confreres being aaleep. 
Brown, a mechanic of Legarea, then 
took the stand. The proof of the 
repair bill of (948.68 was established 
Dr. Henry was the next witness. He 
gave evidence of the' hurts of the 
plaintiff aad the bill of |266. Dr. 
Maodooald. a nerve specialist had 
to be called Into consultation, and 
thhi worthy physician was tbe next 
witness. This completed the evid 
ence of the plalntitTs witnesses, and 
a plea .for nonsuit was overruled. 

The wltnesseii for the defence then 
came forward. ' The first was a con 
stable wbo got bis so-called evidence 
mixed up and did not seem to know 
eVen where his own beat was. L. 
Cohen, a student followed the con- 
stable, he had seen the aeoldent from 
his own oar but was unable to give 
exact evidence. Cyril Patrick Nolan, 
a husky waiter from Decary's, said 
that be had supplied tbe plaintiffs 
party with ten bottles of champagne, 
one of which brok» McCloskey, the^ 
bouncer at Decary's, was tbe next 
in tho witness box. Meesra. Dobell 
tind Younger were the two last wit- 
nesses and owini; to tho great length 
of tbe mock trial and to the appar- 
ent exhaustion of further points their 
evidence was slight The trial ter-

Tbe distribution of <t3ie flour i| an . 
intricate prooees. All orders are 
sont to the head offloe at Montreal 
and relayed to the: other warehouses 
In London, Toronto and Ottawa and 
the nUlls. All supplies left aftsi* 
flllll ng tho orders at the mills are Sent 
to the warehouses for storage. Ship- 
ments are sent to Europe on cable 
quotation. 

The foreign trade Is necessary to 
keep tbe mills running at full capa- 
city. There Is not enough demand In 
Canada to do this. Goods are sold 
to Holland at gulMer quotation, to 
England, Denmark and Norway in 
sterling, Germany In marks, France 
in franca, and the weight per bag is 
computed carefully to agree with tbe 
standard weights used in those couU- 
triee.

Democratic theories of government 
in the United SUtes In their modem 
farm are based on dogmas of equalitr 
formulated some hundred and fifty 
years ago. Mr. Madison Grant says: 
'Philanthropy and noble purpose 
dictated the doctrine ezprassed In 
the Declaration of Independence, the 
document which to-day consUtutos ! 
tho actual basis of American institu- 
tions. The men who wrote the 
words 'we hold these truths to be 
self ovideui, that all men are created 
euual' were themselves owners of 
slaves and despised the Indians ae 
something, less than human." it is 
quite obvious that these men were 
supporting an aristocratic demo<;racy 
and tl^ey no doubt would be alarmed 
if they could see the clause '.'that all 
men are creaUd equal" whicb baa 
since been subUy falsified by adding 
the word "free" although no such ex- 
pression is found in the original do- 
cument. 

There are also those who hold the 
view of tho late Professor Royoe of 
harvard, who In his article on "Rare 
Questions and Prejudices" states: 
"Scientifically viewed these problems 
of ours turn out to be not so much 
problems caused by anything which Is 
cBRBntlal to the «xistença or to the 
nature , of the races of men them- 
selves. Our so-called race problems 
caused by our antipathies. Such an- 
tipathies w^II always play their part 
In human history.
